2. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 wherein the niaterial comprises a 
polymer. 

3. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 wherein the niaterial comprises a 
hydrophilic material and/or a hydrophobic material. ' 

4. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 3 wherein the hj/drophilic material 
comprises a cdlulosic material. !

5. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 wherein the nj.aterial is prepared by 
solid state post formation technology. I

6. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 wherein the Niaterial is prepared by 
differential elongation composite technology. 

7. (Currently Amended) A cleaning sheet comprising apertures suc^. that the cleaning 
sheet resists folding wherein the cleaning sheet comprises a viscoplastic material^ 
wherein the coversheet comprises a fiist outer layer a nd a second buter laver. wherein 
the first outer lavcr is connected to the second outer layer bv a pliiralirv of bonding 
points^ and wherein the bonding points pass tihrou gh the aperture^.

10. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[9]] i wherein the 
coversheet substantially encases the material.

12. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[9]] i wherein the 
material is in the form of a sheet. 

13. (Currently Amended) The cleanmg sheet according to Claim [[9]] i wherein the 
material is bonded to the coversheet at discrete areas, whereby, in-use, the material is 
maintained in its original configuration relative to the coversheet. 

14. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[8]] i wherein the liquid 
cleaning/refreshment composition comprises water and a member selected from the 
group consisting of organic solvents, organic surfactants, auxiliary cleaning agents, 
perfumes and mixture thereof 

15. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[8]] JL wherein the liquid 
cleaning/refreshment composition comprises water and a surfactant. 

16. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 5 whcrem the surfactant comprises a 
nonionic surfactant. 

17. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 16 wherein the liquid 
cleaning/refieshment composition comprises a mixture of water and a nonionic 
surfactant selected from the group consisting of ethoxylated alcohols, ethoxylated alkyl 
phenols and mixtures thereof. 

18. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[8]] 1 wherein the 
material is wholly or partially covered by a coversheet which is permeable to the liquid 
cleaning/re&eshment composition. 
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19. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[9]] i wherein the 
coversheet comprises a hydrophobic material. 

20. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 19 wherein the coversheet comprises 
a hydrophobic ink, 

21 . (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 19 wherein the coversheet comprises 
a paint. 

22. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 19 wherein the coversheet comprises 
a cellulosic material. 

23. (Currently Amended) The deeming sheet according to Claim [[9]] i wherein the 
coversheet comprises apertures* 

24* (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[9]] 1 wherein the 
coversheet comprises crepe. 

25. (Previously Presented) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 19 wherein the 
hydrophobic material comprises crepe. 

26. (Cunently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[9}] i wherein the 
coversheet comprises polyethylene. 

27. (Currently Amended) The cleaning sheet according to Claim [[9]] 1 wherein the 
coversheet comprises nylon. 

28. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 wherein the cleaning sheet is a dryer 
sheet. 

29. (Withdrawn) An overall non-immerion cleaning/refreshment process for treating a 
febric, which optionally comprises a prespotting operation, comprising the overall steps 
of: 

a) placing the febric together with the cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 in a 
tumbling apparatus; and 

b) operating the tumbling apparatus.

38. (Withdrawn) An article of manufacture which is specifically adapted to clean/refresh 
fobrics in a hot air clothes dryer comprising a cleaning sheet according to Claim 9 
wherein the material comprises from about 10 grams to about 30 grams of the liquid 
cleaning/refreshment composition comprising at least about 95% by weight of water, 

39. (Withdrawn) A fabric treated by the process according to Claim 29. 
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40. (Original) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 wherem the cleaning sheet further 
comprises a consumer signal component. 

4 1 . (New) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 1 , wherein the coversheet further 
comprises an inner sheet, wherein the cover sh^ encases the inner sheet. 

42. (New) The cleaning sheet according to Claim 41, wherein said coversheet further 
comprises a hydrophobic covershe^ and said inner sheet comprises a hydrophilic inner 
sheet. 
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
